Tells Weiner Jury P i Wifes Death 
Man Breaks Down 
On Witness Stand

CAMDEN. N J. — The husband 
of one of Dr. Albert L. Weiner’s 
patients who died in Cherry Hill 
Hospital, N J., Oct. ll broke down 
on the witness stand in Camden 
County Court today as he de­ 
scribed the circumstances of his 
wife’s death. 


On the stand was Albert W. 
Hincken. When his wife became 
ill on a Sunday morning, lie said, 
he had given her the last of three 
pills prescribed by 
the 
family 
physician, G. Kenneth Standring. 


“ I gave her the last one Sun­ 
day morning at 7 o’clock.” Hinc­ 
ken said. “ I asked her how she 
felt. She said she did —” 


At this point tears came from 
the witness’ eyes. He continued 
speaking, his voice breaking, “She 


felt—” Again he could go no fur­ 
ther. 
Camden County Prosecutor Nor­ 
man Heme brought him a glass 
of water. “ I will continue rn a 
minute,” Hincken said. 


"I gave her the last pill at 7 
o’clock,” he said finally. "About 
ten minutes after that she went 
into slumber and she was that 
way until she went to the hospi­ 
tal. She never came to. She never 
regained consciousness.’*

50 Megatons,

STOCKHOLM (CPI) — The Soviet Union today set 
off the highest man-made explosion in history, a blast 
that may have topped the power of the 50-megaton 
bomb forecast by Premier Nikita Khrushchev. 


Instruments throughout Western Europe recorded 
the latest Soviet nuclear blast which may have ap­ 
proached a power equal to that of IOO million tons of 
TNT. Tile blast was recorded 0:33.3 a.m., 3:33.3 a.m. 
EST. 
Several hours after the 
blast was recorded in 
Europe, the Atomic Energy Commission in Washing­ 
ton confirmed it and said a statement would be made 
later.
